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BUDGET COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Budget Committee started preparing the 2008 budget in October 2007. We 
knew the economy was slowing down and that we needed to try to control 
expenses without sacrificing services. We asked the departments to submit flat 
budgets this year. The committee would like to thank all departments for not only 
submitting flat budgets but actually submitting budgets that were down 2.61% 
from last year's request. The committee spent many meetings going over these 
budgets with the different departments to try and further reduce expenses. We 
thank you for your time and understanding. 


The final reduction from last year’s request is 6.76%. This is the good news. On 
the other side of the ledger, revenues are forecast to be down by approximately 
24%. These are conservative revenue estimates as the slowing economy affects 
revenues. When the time comes to set the tax rate hopefully, with close 
supervision during the year, expenses will be down. Our goal will continue to be 
to try and maintain a satisfactory level of services at an affordable cost. The 
Budget Committee would like to thank all town employees for their service and 
commitment to achieving this goal.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


2007 was a landmark year for the Town — and not all of it was good. Two of our 
best-known citizens passed on. 


Barry Greene, our dedicated long term Town Treasurer, succumbed after a 
struggle with cancer. His good counsel, sound policies and irrepressible sense 
of humor are remembered fondly. 


We also suffered the loss of Phil Heald, a generous benefactor who gave large 
portions of his landholdings for conservation purposes. These tracts will remain 
as conservation land in perpetuity, a fitting memorial to him. 


The year also will be recalled for the January ice storm, which caused power 
outages and kept our emergency personnel and highway department busy for a 
number of days. 


April brought floods and the landslide, which closed Route 101, resulting in traffic 
being threaded through Main Street for three weeks. Although there was hardly 
a road in town that was not damaged, all town roads were at least passable 
within 24 hours after the end of the storm. We are grateful for the well-organized 
response our Civil Defense Director Tom Herlihy, Fire Chief Ray Dick, Police 
Chief Brent Hautanen, and especially to Highway Agent Steve Elliot and his crew 
for their prompt and well organized response. Not a single injury was reported 
and loss of private property was, remarkably, minimal. 


In 2007 the Main Street Project finally came to fruition after a number of years of 
planning and the efforts of not only Town departments, but also the Main Street 
Association and its volunteers. Dawn Tuomala and the staff at Monadnock 
Survey deserve special recognition for untold hours of donated engineering and 
other services throughout the project. Dawn was named Wilton’s citizen of the 
year in December as an expression thanks. 


After a number of years of discussion and study, the Emergency Services 
Building Committee finally was able to make a recommendation to address the 
additional space needs of the Fire Department. The recommendation is to 
expand the existing station and an additional appropriation to the capital reserve 
fund for that purpose is proposed this year. A final appropriation will be 
requested next year with construction to commence in the late spring of 2009. 


Throughout all of these events and despite substantial unexpected costs 
associated with the flood response and restoration the Town came in well under 
budget. The Selectmen wish to recognize and thank each and every one of the 
department heads for keeping a close eye on expenses this year. Not one 
department was unaffected.

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WILTON POLICE DEPARTMENT 


2007 has been a busy year for the Police Department. Unfortunately, we are 
continuing to see an increase in our activity since 2004, especially in major case 
investigations. We were encouraged, however, to see decreases in the areas of 
juvenile related incidents and vandalism. We were fortunate to be awarded two 
grants from the NH Highway Safety Agency again this year. These grants were 
used to make our roads safer through increased patrols directed at impaired and 
speeding drivers. Also, this year, a new emergency generator was purchased 
and installed over the summer. Unlike the past, in the event of a power outage, 
the police station will remain open and operational. 


We have fully converted our cruisers to mobile data/wireless dispatch. All of our 
cruisers are now equipped with laptop computers and computer software which 
makes this possible. This technology enables our officers to be dispatched 
wirelessly, to run their own inquiries of the State’s database, and to be able to 
complete some of their reports from the cruiser, thereby reducing the amount of 
time that they have to be in the station. This has increased officer safety and 
overall operational efficiency. 


My door is always open. If you ever have any questions or concerns, please feel 
free to stop by and meet with me. We can sit down, discuss the issue, and 
hopefully reach a resolution that will address your concerns. 


We look forward to the challenges we will face in 2008 and will continue to 
concentrate our efforts on improving our operations and our relationship with the 
community. Our mission is to provide fair and consistent policing that the Town 
of Wilton can be proud of.

REPORT OF THE WILTON WATER WORKS FOR 2007 


The Well Head Protection Area Project (WHPA) was completed this year. The 
purpose is to identify the re-charge area around the town wells on Route 31 
South more clearly. This information will help determine what activities in the 
gravel district or development in this section of town can safely continue. 
Protection of this water source is our primary goal. This was a combined effort 
between the Planning Board and Water Works with the NH DES providing a 
matching grant to help fund the project. Emory and Garrett Groundwater Inc. 
performed the pump testing and will have the final report available in early 2008. 


The Nashua Regional Planning Commission (NRPC) asked the Water Works to 
participate in a regional mutual aid study this year. The study identified a backup 
connection between the Wilton and Milford water systems as a most important 
project. The two towns agreed to fund an engineering feasibility study (with 
Wilton contributing $7,500.00 and Milford contributing $2,500.00) along with a 
grant from the NH DES. The study will be completed in 2008 including cost 
estimates for the project. 


The Main Street Project this year required several businesses to have service 
lines replaced under the new sidewalk. At the same time all curb boxes to 
businesses on Main Street were replaced and several gate valve boxes were 
replaced or adjusted before the paving was completed. 


The water service to the Library was replaced this year in conjunction with their 
renovation project. This was a combined effort with the Town and Water Works 
contributing to the project. 


The water tank controls that interact with our pumps failed this year and were 
replaced. New conduit, power and telemetry lines and control wires were 
installed at the tank site. 


A reduced salt area was established along Route 31 South in co-operation with 
the State of NH DOT. Preliminary work was completed in 2006 by removing 
trees along the highway to allow more sunlight onto the road, reducing the need 
for salt. Monitoring wells along Route 31 will continue to be sampled for 
contaminants. The Water Works would like to thank the Selectmen, Town and 
School departments who supported this step in protecting the water supply. 


We would like to thank the Selectmen, Town Hall Staff, Highway Department and 
Citizens of Wilton for their support in 2007.

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BUILDING INSPECTOR REPORT 


The year 2007 saw a reduction in construction activity similar to the national 
downturn in the construction industry. In 2007 thirty-three projects were 
completed and 17 new projects were permitted. 


Looking ahead to 2008, | anticipate an increase in construction activity. There 
are approximately 100 new house lots and condominium projects pending or 
approved by the Planning Board. The condominium units are existing structures 
that are undergoing a change of use. The former Odd Fellows Hall is approved 
for conversion to three units and a 10,000 square foot house on Maple Street is 
being converted to four 2,000° square foot condominium units. The new lots are 
distributed across the town in developments consisting of 3 to 20° lots each. 


The year 2008 will also introduce a new Building Inspector for the Town of 
Wilton. My resignation, submitted just prior to Christmas 2007, brings to close 
my 7-year service to the town. But, | am not sitting idle. | have accepted an 
appointment as Building Inspector for the City of Nashua. My last month of 
service as Building Inspector was February of 2008. 


| have found my years of service to the Town of Wilton to be professionally 
rewarding and the personal friendships | have made are too numerous to count. 
Though | will not be an employee of the town, | will still be a resident and will 
seek other opportunities to serve our town.

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WILTON BOARD OF CEMETERY TRUSTEES 


The Board of Trustees of Cemeteries has completed its second full year as a 
commissioned board. The list of responsibilities has started to grow and it has 
been the consensus of the board that there are many issues to be dealt with in 
order to satisfy our many citizens. Therein lies the challenge of accomplishment. 
There has been a mandate by the state for more than 75 years to adopt a board 
of trustees. In our second year we are implementing regulatory standards that 
comply with the statutes of the state and we have developed regulations within 
our town for cemetery management. For the past two years, two of our members 
have been able to attend the annual state meeting of the New Hampshire 
Regulatory Board of Cemeteries. The annual instruction is presented by the 
member of the Attorney Generals Office who oversees all related regulations 
regarding cemeteries in the state. 


The Board of Trustees has been working on issues such as: 


1. Improving the overall physical condition of the cemeteries. 

2. Accounting for the annual care and costs of maintenance of all cemeteries. 

3. Continuation of the computerized system for recording existing burials and all 
future burials in Wilton cemeteries. 

4. Establishing a set of rules that will ensure the future tranquility, serene 
ambiance or atmosphere, and sacred sanctuary for the resting-places of our 
deceased residents and family members. 

5. Responding to the ever-increasing inquiries regarding the family history and 
burial sites of those deceased family members. 

6. Responding to inquiries regarding current conditions of the cemeteries, selling 
cemetery lots, and issuing documents regarding "Rite of Burial" in the cemeteries 
when applicants comply with the current regulations of our town cemeteries. 

7. Overseeing future improvements of the cemeteries so as to provide a serene 
appearance that we can be proud of as a town. 


We realize there are many more issues that need resolving by a Board of 
Trustees, but we are not anywhere near completion, so we will leave them for 
next years comments. 


The Board wishes to thank all citizens who have attended our board meeting to 
express their concerns . Through our deliberations we strive to consider the best 
interests regarding our cemeteries.

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WILTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION — 2007 


Carnival Hill and The Frog Pond — Both fields were groomed and Carnival Hill 
was fertilized following the soil test guidelines. A group led by Nicole Colvin- 
Griffin is working with WCC to set up The Wilton Community Garden at Carnival 
Hill. It is located on the lower area near the junction of Hillside Road and Whiting 
Hill Road. All permits and a dam management plan drawn up by the engineers 
have been submitted to the NH DES Dam Bureau for their approval on the Frog 
Pond Dam project. Work is expected to be completed in 2008. 


Conservation Easement — Wilton received an executory interest in a conserva- 
tion easement on 141 acres given by the McGettigan Family to the Society for 
the Protection of New Hampshire Forests (SPNHF). The WCC is sincerely 
grateful to the McGettigan Family for preserving this beautiful family farmland. 


Natural Resource Inventory (NRI) — This project is on track to be completed 
during 2008. WCC members have spent many hours working with SPNHF to 
produce the maps and narrative. Our thanks to the Planning Board, ZBA, NRPC, 
and especially Dawn Tuomala, for all of their valuable input and assistance. 


Sightings and Record Keeping — The WCC keeps records of animal sightings, 
and needs help locating endangered and unique animals and plants. This 
information supplements the NRI. You can help by reporting your animal and 
plant sightings. Forms are available on the Town website or at Town Hall. 


Phil Heald — The State and our Town lost a conservation leader in 2007. Phil 
was a true champion of the heritage of New Hampshire’s land and water 
resources. He was a State legislator, member of the WCC, serving as Chairman 
for many years, and was recognized as WCC Member Emeritus up until his 
death. The legacy of the 1,030 acre Heald Tract is a superb example of the 
wonderful resources Phil worked so hard to preserve. We are truly grateful to 
Phil for this gift, and continue to be inspired by his actions and all he taught us. 


2007: General — Monitoring of our easements each year (reviewing boundaries, 
taking photos, and writing the report) takes time. If you are interested in 
volunteering for this activity please contact us. WCC members are always 
available to discuss land protection. If you have 10 or more acres you might wish 
to conserve, please contact us. The WCC welcomed two new members to the 
Commission, and we have had a very productive year. We are indebted to all 
the Town employees, board members and citizens who have assisted us with our 
projects and goals.

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MILFORD AREA COMMUNICATION CENTER 2007 


It is with pride and a deep sense of responsibility that we serve the needs of our 
member towns; Milford, Wilton and Mont Vernon. Fire, Police, EMS and 
Highway departments depend on us to answer phones, relay messages, handle 
radio calls, and coordinate all their activities. This partnership and interaction 
comes into play every time a member of the public requests assistance. 


In 2007, the Center handled 24,020 Police incidents, 1,155 Fire incidents, and 
1,260 EMS incidents. MACC handled a total of 26,435 incidents, compared to 
23,596 total incidents in 2006.We have also provided hundreds of assistance 
calls for non-MACC agencies, and innumerable calls for information from the 
public. 


In 2007, MACC trained and certified our local police agencies in the use of 
S.P.0.T.S. (State Police Telecommunications System). Now officers on patrol 
can use their laptop computers to access State motor vehicle and wanted person 
files. In addition, Milford and Wilton Police Departments use laptop computers on 
the road to access each other's files through a hub coordinated through MACC. 


Numerous equipment upgrades, including a new police radio transmittal site, 
were all realized during the year. The long awaited emergency communications 
tower located on the Milford Town Hall was completed with outstanding results. 


All of us at the Communication Center extend our most sincere thanks to the 
citizens, Selectmen, and the agencies we work with and serve, for their 
cooperation and support.

This line was not part of 
the 1980 construction and it causes problems, two or three times a year, and 
needs to be upgraded. 


The collection system in general is staying trouble free, and our treatment cost 
with Milford is under control with their good management. 


We thank the Town Hall staff, the Highway employees and the system users for 
their efforts in making 2007 a successful year.

The Health Officer conducted routine inspections of public and private schools, 
preschools, and dwellings where child, dependent adult and foster care is 
provided. The Health Officer worked closely with the Police Department, Building 
Inspector, Welfare Officer, Division for Children, Youth & Families, and the 
Animal Rescue League in Bedford to address public health and safety concerns. 


Of note were the numbers of rental dwellings found to contain public health & 
safety hazards. Of particular concern were the numbers of minor children living in 
such dwellings wherein landlords fail to provide minimal housing standards. 
Residents of Wilton are strongly encouraged to notify the Health Office of any 
concerns regarding the health and safety of tenants; rodent, vermin, and insect 
infestation; or other unsanitary or unsafe conditions in buildings. 


Please remember -and remind your neighbors- to drain all stagnant water from 
around buildings and property; doing so can prevent death and disability from 
mosquito-borne disease. Expensive chemical sprays and resulting contamination 
of Wilton’s watersheds will be unnecessary if stagnant bodies of water are 
drained throughout the spring and summer. Current information about mosquito-

Wilton-Lyndeborough-Temple-Ambulance Service has completed our first year 
as a department of the Town of Wilton. It has been a very positive experience 
and we have made new friends and learned a lot about each other and look 
forward to continuing to serve our communities. 


We had a total of 493 requests for medical aid. Some of these calls were minor in 
nature but, some involved critically ill or injured patients that required Advanced 
Life Support intervention. This type of call may include rapid intervention of the 
suspected heart attack patient and transport to the appropriate Cardiac Care 
Facility or helicopter transport to a Level 1 Trauma Center for a critically injured 
patient. 


Our members train monthly in all aspects of emergency care, to be ready and 
able to care for all members of our communities when they need us. This often 
takes them away from their own families, and the time they spend volunteering 
and going on ambulance calls is considerable. Thank you very much for all you 
do to make this service the BEST there is.

2007 HERITAGE COMMISSION REPORT 


The Wilton Heritage Commission meets at the Wilton Public and Gregg Free Library on the 
fourth Tuesday of the month at 7:30 PM. Our charge is to identify and protect historic and 
culturally significant buildings, sites, and features through consultation with other town 
agencies as well as private citizens who wish to preserve these special resources. Special 
meetings are called as necessary. 


The Commission continues to offer historical House Plaques for a nominal charge. If you own 
a house built before 1850 and would like to participate in our plaque program please contact 
us. To date, 60 homeowners in all sections of the town have taken advantage of this program. 


The Commission continues to monitor the Four Corners Farm Conservation Agreement for 
outside historic appearance compliance. This year the 1930/40's era tile silo was removed 
because it was deemed a safety hazard and an obstruction to the farm's operation. 


The third in a series of Wilton historical road markers was erected this summer in the Davisville 
section of town, and another is scheduled to be erected in French Village this spring; we are 
working with the Main Street Association to develop as many as 3 kiosk-style installations 
which will include photos and objects as well as text to highlight the history of the Main 
Street/Downtown area as part of our Wilton Heritage Trail Program. 


Scanning of Historical Documents and photos continues. Early town meeting warrants from 
1775 to 1848 have been entered, along with about 100 early photos. Plans for a Heritage 
Commission Website using the Wilton Library's server are being made. 


The Commission is exploring the possibility of listing the Town Hall on The National Register of 
Historic Places and has requested funding for this purpose. There are advantages for having 
a public building on the register as well as the recognition of historical significance to the Town. 


In conjunction with the Cemetery Trustees, the Commission has started a project to identify 
and photo record all the damaged headstones in the Wilton cemeteries. To date, 25 stones in 
the Vale End Cemetery and 47 stones in the South Yard Cemetery have been identified; a 
survey of Laurel Hill Cemetery is scheduled for this spring. The next step will be to obtain 
estimates for the repair of these markers, and establishment df a plan for their long-term 
conservation and maintenance. The Commission believes that our cemeteries are an 
important part of our town's heritage. It would be a great tragedy if these damaged stones 
were lost through our neglect.

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WILTON-LYNDEBOROUGH YOUTH CENTER 


The year 2007 was another great summer for Goss Park, filled with lots of fun in the sun 
under the direction of our terrific staff led by our new Park Director, Deb Lemire. As 
always, we would like to thank the towns of Wilton and Lyndeborough, private donors 
and the area businesses for their generous support. We would also like to thank all of 
the individuals who donated their time to help improve the park and make it more 
enjoyable. 


Due to heavy damages sustained by the park from the flooding in the spring, a big part 
of our budget went to repairs, including replacing several of the support beams to the 
dock, clearing the inlet and park of debris, replacing truckloads of sand and stone, re- 
grading the beaches and inlet, and repainting the concrete walls next to the swim lanes. 
Once again, several private businesses and many volunteers including the local Boy 
Scout Troop #10, along with help from the Town all came together so we could open the 
park on time. 


Our membership this year included 124 families who enjoyed the Youth Center from 
Wilton, Lyndeborough and seven surrounding towns. The park had four Red Cross 
Certified swim instructors who taught 225 lessons. Twenty-four children participated 
on our swim team this year, competing with other local towns. Congratulations to the 
Senior and Junior swim teams for another successful year. 


The park was open from 10:00 a.m. to 7:00 p.m. during the week and 1:00 p.m. to 7:00 
p.m. on the weekends. Our snack bar has been expanded and offers a variety of ice 
cream, hot dogs, pizza, chips, candy, juice, soda, etc. The members participated in arts 
and crafts, field and water games, swimming lessons and swim meets with area towns. 
The Youth Center held special events such as Family Night, Teen Night, Grill Day, 
Pizza Day, story time, face painting, tie-dye, police bike and safety talk, splash contest, 
sand castle contests, and use of Goss Park for company and Organization outings.

Since WMSA’s inception in 1998, Wilton has realized a total private/public reinvestment 
of $1,071,581 and a total gain of 37 new businesses and 34 new jobs in the downtown 
business district. 


WMSA has given approximately $5000 in grant funds to downtown businesses for 
improving their building fagades or purchasing business signs, leveraging our grant 
funds for a private/public reinvestment totaling $263,458 and 52 improvements. 


WMSA has coordinated over 100 promotions and community events for Wilton 
residents and to publicize our downtown to the greater region. 


2007 Activities 

During 2007, the WMSA continued to manage projects that benefit businesses and 
residents and improve the attractiveness of our Downtown. WMSA Program Manager 
Tracy Bardsley served on the sidewalk renovation committee and worked closely with 
town employees to research solutions for removing the utility poles on Main Street, a 
project that we will continue to investigate in 2008. We have served as a resource for 
several other community groups, providing information and grant assistance to the 
Florence Rideout Parent-Teacher Organization and WMSA agreed to serve as a fiscal 
agent for the Wilton Public & Gregg Free Library enabling the library to receive a 
$60,000 grant to complete their renovations. 


Projects included business development assistance, fagade improvement grants, a 
Market Analysis of Wilton’s downtown business district, mentoring, promotional help, 
public events (Can You Dig It construction kickoff, Whimsical People, Flag Day, Harvest 
Fair, and the Season’s Greetings Downtown Stroll), and the Downtown Farmers Market. 
We published a reprint of Destination Wilton, a color brochure that details all the 
shopping and recreational activities available in Wilton, for distribution throughout the 
state and local area to attract new business and visitors to our town. 
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WMSA received $30,559 in grants and sponsorships that were reinvested back into 
programs for the community. 


Events put on by the WMSA also served as venues for fundraising efforts by other 
community organizations. The WMSA Newsletter and website continues to promote 
Wilton businesses, organizations, and knowledge about the town’s history, and 
environmental and architectural assets.

Transportation 


Wilton Downtown Sidewalks Project — Under contract to the town, NRPC undertook 
the management of the downtown sidewalks project which was funded by the NH 
DOT and the town. NRPC activities included procuring a consulting engineer, 
providing support and direction to the consulting engineer, assisting with public 
outreach, coordination with the Wilton Main Street Association and project 
management. 


Regional Transportation Safety Plan — During 2007 NRPC prepared and adopted 
the Regional Transportation Safety Plan. This plan analyzed crash data for the 
entire NRPC region and identified the highest crash locations in the region and in 
each community. The plan included a thorough analysis of factors associated with 
each location and proposed approaches that town officials could use in improving 
motorist safety. 


Regional Traffic Model — NRPC continued to maintain and update the regional traffic 
model. 


Land Use and Environmental Planning 
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Circuit Rider Planner — Under contract, NRPC continued to provide the services of 
part time circuit rider planner for the town. Services included review of development 
and subdivision applications, meeting with residents and property owners, 
development of ordinances and general town-wide planning activities. 


NRPC TV — One of NRPC’s most important functions is to inform and educate 
members of the public about local and regional planning issues. This year, NRPC 
began producing training and information videos. These videos are produced in 
high-definition and can be accessed in several different ways. NRPC will distribute 
copies to local cable access channels for their use. Copies of the videos on DVD 
will also be distributed to town officials and committees. In addition, the digital 
videos are also available on NRPC’s website. 


Innovative Land Use Planning Guidelines — NRPC worked with the other NH 
regional planning commissions and NH DES to develop the Innovative Land Use 
Planning Guidelines. 


Brownfields — During 2007 NRPC received its second regional brownfield 
assessment grant. This grant will enable NRPC to conduct Phase | and Phase II 
brownfields assessments for all hazards. 


Stormwater Education — This year, communities in the region affected by the 
NPDES Il Stormwater requirements have funded NRPC to produce educational 
materials about stormwater for use in the regions schools. These materials include 
lesson materials and curricula that will be used by teachers to introduce elementary 
and secondary students to basic stormwater concepts. 


Regional Plan — During 2007, NRPC continued the development of the updated 
Regional Plan. 80 
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Planning Board Training — NRPC conducted four training workshops for Planning 
Board members during the course of FY07. 


Regional Resource Conservation Committee — During the year, NRPC conducted 
six meetings of the Regional Resource Conservation Committee. This group is 
organized and sponsored by NRPC to provide information and training as well as 
support for conservation committee members from all NRPC communities. 


Household Hazardous Waste Program — The Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) 
Program provides residents of the region with the opportunity to dispose of common 
household chemicals in an appropriate fashion so that pollution of the region’s 
watersheds and groundwater can be avoided. An electronics recycler also 
participates in these events enabling attendees to dispose of high tech items such 
as old computers, phones, TV’s and other appliances that include hazardous 
materials. 


Geographic Information Systems (GIS) 


The GIS staff at NRPC continues to maintain a diverse collection of spatial databases 
including local roads, real property parcels, zoning, land use, and environmental 
conditions. This data is applied extensively to provide mapping and analysis for local 
and/or regional projects. 
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Updated NRPC Standard Map Library. These four standard maps show the Town’s 
Roads and Town Facilities, Environmental and Conservation Areas, Existing Land 
Use and an Aerial Image of the Town. Two sets of these maps have been provided 
to the Town. 


Provided town volunteers with all the existing GIS data on CD for use on Town 
projects. This data has been developed and maintained by NRPC and would have 
cost many thousands of dollars for the Town to develop on its own. 


Completed regular maintenance tasks and performed updates to the town GIS data 
which is maintained by NRPC, including digitizing new roads, parcels, protected 
lands, zoning changes, trails, social service or child care providers, land use and 
other baseline data. 


Mapped and analyzed trends relative to real estate transactions for the year to 
maintain a tool for monitoring sales trends. 


Addressed numerous mapping requests from the Town officials and the public. 


Continued to update and expand the regional annotation layers for improved clarity, 
accuracy and detail in mapping tasks.

Dick 
Rockwood elaborated that LA Limousine was intending to use this land for parking 
and was in fact already using this land for parking now. 


Following this explanation the article was, as written, voice vote approved.

Spencer 
Brookes and John Shepardson voiced their thoughts followed by Elsbeth Faiman. 
She spoke to say the proposed amendment makes the article too vague and would 
suggest the motion to amend not be supported. The vote to amend the article by 
striking the words “effective actions by the President and the Congress” was voice 
vote not approved. 


Other residents, including Hubert Hoover, Carol Mannarino and Dion Lewis spoke 
in support of the articles intent to help conserve energy and reduce emissions. 
Jerry Greene motioned to move the question. The motion was seconded by Dick 
Rockwood. The article was, as written, voice vote approved.

Gail Proctor noted that Wilton’s State Representatives, Jennifer Daler, Mike Kaelin 
and Linda Foster would be holding a “Educational Adequacy Forum” on Thursday 
March 22, 2007 in the Town Hall Meeting Room. 


Scott Thompson asked what was the status of the Fire Department Building 
Committee. Dick Rockwood stated four locations had been examined to date. 
They included an addition on the current fire department site, by the Recycling 
Center, Quinn’s Route 31 South gravel pit and the land across from Monadnock 
Mountain Water, formerly known as “Wilton Woods”. Each of these sights required 
astronomical dollars just in site work. The cost ranged from $300,000 to 1,500,000 
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for the site work and to lay a slab. He went on to say he is aware of a possible fifth 
site that might be given to the town at no cost but he was not at liberty to discuss 
any details at this time. 


Lori Dick spoke last to say she felt too long had passed trying to address this issue. 
The longer it took the higher the costs would be to the taxpayers. “2007 was time to 
get off the pot and make some decisions and move forward!” 


Motion to adjourn was moved and seconded. Moderator Bill Keefe closed the 
meeting at 9:50PM.

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SPECIAL EDUCATION ANNUAL REPORT 


The Special Education SAU Offices have moved! During the 2006-2007 school year it was determined 
that the SAU Offices would need to find a new home. Through the gracious intercession of the Roedel 
family, we find ourselves ensconced in the center of a beautiful field surrounded by wildlife — oh yes; the 
office space at the Summit Executive Offices is lovely too. Many thanks for the kind generosity and 
concern from the families of the Mascenic, Wilton, Lyndeborough, and Wilton-Lyndeborough 
Cooperative Schoo] communities. 


Among the projects special education staff facilitated during the past year was teacher training and 
technology support in guiding the new NHSEIS data reporting system for the New Hampshire 
Department of Education. The good news is we are all a little bit more data-driven in our approach to 
helping students of disability learn. The good news is we are more closely aligned with folks at the New 
Hampshire Department of Education who want to help us reach our goals in achieving better 
programming. The good news is also that our Teachers not only improved their data-processing skill for 
developing Individual Education Plans (IEPs) for our students, but they did so in a timely and efficient 
manner which ensured that their respective districts received the full amount of financial assistance. Hey, 
that’s three goods in one paragraph! 


Getting back to the business end of special education: For the fiscal year 2006-2007, SAU 63 districts 
will receive approximately $400,000 in federal IDEA funds and $600,000 in NH Catastrophic aid 
reimbursement. These figures reflect a student demographic of approximately 337 students, of whom 
approximately 10% require specialized out-of-district placement. Overall, our federal IDEA funds are 
expected to remain stable while our projections for Catastrophic aide reimbursement are beginning to 
decline. This decline is a reflection of a decrease in the numbers of students in our districts requiring 
extraordinary support to fulfill their educational goals. Congratulations to our graduating students who 
have completed their educational programs at Crotched Mountain and Merrimack Educational 
Collaborative. Theirs is a significant achievement of which we can all be proud! 


Oversight and facilitation of IEP meetings and program development continues to improve. 

Building Coordinators are now available in each district to provide guidance and resource support to 
parents, educators, and related service providers. Our Special Services Coordinator is working with 
Curriculum Directors in neighboring districts to integrate new teaching methodologies into our LifeSkills 
Programs. Our SAU Social Worker continues to work assiduously with the Monadnock Center for 
Successful Transitions and other community agencies to enhance transitional programming and 
employment opportunities for graduating students. Our full complement of related service providers, 
including school psychologists, OTs, PTs, Speech Therapists, and Pre-School Specialists meet ona ~ 
regular basis to ensure that individual student programs are implemented according to best practice. 


We look forward to participating in efforts to establish Kindergarten across our districts in the upcoming 
year. Many thanks to our principals who work tirelessly with special education staff to ensure that 
students of disability receive the same opportunities as all students in our districts for full inclusion and 
the chance to graduate with their peers.

The No Child Left Behind Act of 2001 uses Title I as a vehicle for the federal 
government’s expanded influence in providing at risk students additional assistance 
above and beyond that provided through regular state and local resources. During the 
2006-2007 school year, the Wilton District’s Title I allocation provided funds to hire a 
full time tutor. Academic help was given to eligible students in grades 1-6 at Florence 
Rideout Elementary School and Pine Hill School. 


A core principle of Title I requires that services provided to eligible students must 
supplement the regular educational program, but not supplant it. Title I services at 
Florence Rideout Elementary School and Pine Hill provided extra help in 
reading/language arts and/or mathematics for students lagging in these subjects. A main 
goal of the Title I program is to accelerate student learning by utilizing high quality 
instructional practices to promote mastery of grade level concepts and skills in the 
classroom. 


No Child Left Behind requirements include higher accountability in using federal 
education funds. Districts are required to hire “high quality” teachers, encouraged to use 
effective, research-based instructional methods, and provide parent involvement activities 
to facilitate high standards and academic achievement for all children by the year 2014. 


Last year, Title I sponsored professional development workshops for teachers, 
including Differentiated Instruction, presented by Dr. Christy Hammer as well as in- 
house research-based literacy training. Opportunities for parent involvement included 
Title I program planning, literacy workshops and family events to learn and practice 
strategies to support their children’s learning at home. 


Our Title I staff is committed to provide high quality instruction to help meet the 


individual needs of our diverse learners. We look forward to continue our work with the 
dedicated staff and families of the Wilton District toward closing the academic gap.

March 9, 2007, Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative School 


Officials present included Superintendent Francine Fullam, Principal Trevor Ebel, 
Special Education Director Deborah Bemis, School Board Members Jean Scagel, Robert 
Howe, Dion Lewis, Tony Lynch, and Robert Nields, Budget Committee members Kim 
Reynolds, Kelly Eshback, Deb Ducharme, David Roemer and Ann Harkleroad. 


The meeting was opened at 7:30 p.m., by Moderator Richard Rockwood, who led the 
pledge of allegiance to the flag, and then read a statement regarding reducing line items 
in the budget and failed separate budget articles as they are addressed in state statute. 


Article 5: Mr. Howe moved, Ms Scagel seconded, that the Wilton-Lyndeborough 
Cooperative School District raise and appropriate the sum of $5,468,741 for the support 
of schools, for the payment of salaries of school district officials and agents, and for the 
payment of statutory obligations of the district. 


Mr. Ebel was given permission to speak. He presented an overview of the school year, 
the third year of 4 by 4 block scheduling which allows more subject options. Virtual High 
School was introduced, the leadership team is working in several areas, there are new 
courses and ways of assessing students, the Schools to Careers Program has become a 
state model, and there is improved peer mentoring. 


Lois Kenick of Lyndeborough asked about the general supplies and computers lines in 
the budget. How far along is the plan for developing teacher computer competency? Is 
the board continuing to implement the technology plan? 

Mr. Lynch said funds have been dedicated to teachers training other teachers, but plans 
haven’t been finalized for a summer institute. 

Ms Kenick said she had heard chemistry students were not doing labs because there was 
no money, and the schoo] is obligated to do hands-on things. Is there money in the budget 
for 2007-08? Mr. Ebel said there is money for next year. Ms Scagel read a list of supplies 
in the budget. 


Tom Schultz of Wilton asked that the board consider a school resource officer for next 
year as suggested by the police chief. He also asked about defibrillators and was told the 
school has one. 


Ms Scagel spoke about the new teachers’ contract, changing the wording to give the 
principal more flexibility, to reinstate the ninth grade team and to change the schedule, 
but to get changes you have to give something. 

James Button of Lyndeborough said salaries have to stay competitive with surrounding 
towns, noted that Milford is 17 percent higher, and that retirement benefits are based on 
the last three years of a teacher’s career. 

Mr. Lynch said the negotiations had gone to a mediator.

Sally Curran of Lyndeborough asked about unreserved fund balances, and is the total 
over-budgeted. 

Ms Fullam said overages could be changes in special education students and teaching 
staff. 


The article passed on a unanimous voice vote. 


Article 6: Ms Scagel moved, Mr. Nields seconded, that the Wilton-Lyndeborough 
Cooperative School District approve the cost items included in the collective bargaining 
agreement reached between the Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative School Board and the 
Wilton-Lyndeborough Certified Teachers Association which calls for the following 
increases in salary and benefits:

and further to raise and appropriate the sum of $118,444 for the 2007-2008 fiscal year, 
such sum representing the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and 
benefits over those of the appropriation at the current staffing levels paid in the current 
fiscal year. 


Chase Roeper of Lyndeborough asked why the Budget Committee was against the 
contract. 

Mr. Lynch presented a slide showing years of experience, salary levels and steps, a 
comparison with Lyndeborough Central, Florence Rideout, and other area schools, and 
stated the salary levels were about in the middle, but below state average. 

Mr. Roemer stated that the committee was unanimous in not supporting the contract, 
feeling the cost was just too much, which varied between 3.5 percent and 8 percent, with 
a general 5 percent increase. 

Ms Eshback explained the benefits. The district pays 80 percent of medical insurance. 
There is also re-imbursement of out-of-pocket expenses up to $300 paid by the district. 
She said there should be more uniformity between the three districts in the two towns. 


In the voice vote there were many dissents. Mr. Rockwood declared the article passed. 


Article 7: Mr. Nields moved, Mr. Lynch seconded, to table the following article: That the 
Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative School District, if Article 6 is defeated, vote to 
authorize the School Board to call one special meeting, at its option, to address Article 6 
cost items only. 


So voted by voice vote. 


Article 8: Mr. Lynch moved, Mr. Dion seconded, that the Wilton-Lyndeborough 
Cooperative School District approve the cost items included in the collective bargaining 
agreement reached between the Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative School Board and the 
Wilton-Lyndeborough Educational Support Staff Association which calls for the 
following increases in salaries and benefits:

and further to raise and appropriate the sum of $8,244 for the 2007-2008 fiscal year, such 
sum representing the additional costs attributable to the increase in salaries and benefits 
over those of the appropriation at the current staffing levels paid in the current fiscal year. 


There was no discussion and the article passed on a voice vote. 


Article 9: Mr. Howe moved, Mr. Lynch seconded, to table the following article: That the 
Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative District, if Article 8 is defeated, vote to authorize the 
School Board to call one special meeting, at its option, to address Article 8 cost items 
only. 


So voted by voice vote. 


Article 10: Mr. Lewis moved, Mr. Nields seconded, that the Wilton-Lyndeborough 
Cooperative School District enlarge the purpose of the existing building 
construction/reconstruction and building equipment replacement Capital Reserve Fund to 
the building and grounds construction/reconstruction and building equipment Capital 
Reserve Fund. 


Chase Roeper asked why the Budget Committee was against the plan. 

Mr. Howe said the road to the school is deteriorating, lack of a sidewalk is a safety issue, 
and the board felt this fund was a place to look for the money to fix it. The Town of 
Wilton was asked if they would take over the road and they said no. Unofficial estimates 
for repair ranged from $60,000 to $140,000. 

Mr. Roemer said the Budget Committee did not disagree with the need but had trouble 
with the range of quotes. It would be more appropriate for the School Board to get a firm 
quote on costs. 

Mr. Roeper said he didn’t see anything in the article that would restrict spending to the 
road. Bob Rogers of Lyndeborough said the fund is already broad see and he would 
be happier with an article next year to fix the road. 


The article was defeated almost unanimously on a voice vote. 


Article 11: Mr. Lynch moved, Ms Scagel seconded, that the Wilton-Lyndeborough 
Cooperative School District (1) establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of 
RSA 35:1-b for the purpose of technology advancement (for equipment and training); (2) 
raise and appropriate up to the sum of $25,000 to be placed in this fund with such amount 
to be funded from the year end undesignated fund balance available on July 1, 2007; (3) 
designate the Trustees of the Town of Wilton as custodian of the fund; and (4) to 
designate the School Board as agent to expend the Capital Reserve Fund. 
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Mr. Lynch said an inventory of the school’s computers has been completed (133 Macs 
and 24 PCs) including uses, ages, and repair logs. The fund would build up money 
enough to purchase a chunk of computers at one time in order to get more consistency. 
Ms Kenick asked about funding this article and Article 12 if there isn’t money enough for 
both. 

Ms Fullam said articles are funded in order on the warrant, but the board could split 
available money between the two. 


The article passed on a voice vote. 


Article 12: Ms Scagel moved, Mr. Howe seconded, that the Wilton-Lyndeborough 
Cooperative School District raise and appropriate the sum of up to $25,000 to be added to 
the school district Capital Reserve Fund for educating educationally disabled children 
previously established, with such amount to be funded from the year end undesignated 
fund balance available on Julyl, 2007. 


The article passed on a voice vote with no discussion. 


Artilce13: Ms Scagel moved, Mr. Lewis seconded, that reports of agents, auditors, 
committees, and officers chosen be accepted as printed in the annual report. 


_ The article passed on a voice vote with no discussion. 


_ Article 14: Other business before the district. 

Mr. Roemer said people needed to be aware of the transition within the SAU and 
Mascenic Regional will be voting on a study to withdraw from the SAU. There is a 
committee currently studying whether Wilton and Lyndeborough should combine into 
one district. 

Mr. Lewis said the concern is over the ability to hire a new superintendent next year 
when Ms Fullam retires. A hearing will be held to present these findings. 

Thanks were extended to Ms Fullam. 


The meeting adjourned at 9:30 p.m.

Administrator’s Report 
2006-2007 


The staff and students of the Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative Middle/Senior High 
School have had a very productive 2006-2007 school year. 


During this past year, WLC completed its third year of block scheduling of courses in 
grades 9-12. This format continues to allow students the opportunity to gain access to 
curriculum areas that in the past have not been easily available. Students now have access 
to multiple curriculum offerings at the Milford Applied Technology Center, Virtual High 
School courses, and several experiential learning opportunities through the school to 
careers program here at WLC. The faculty, staff, and community have been working 
together to complete the NEASC strand committee reports for the on-site visitation that 
will be upcoming in September 2008. During this year, the faculty has also been working 
diligently on creating school wide rubrics to formally assess student achievement as they 
relate to the school’s student expectations under the current mission statement. And 
finally, all curriculum areas have started the process in formally writing course 
competencies for their courses that are offered to students. Beginning in the fall of 2008, 
a new requirement from the state department of education stipulates that all courses must 
have student competencies in order to award credit. 


The 2006-2007 school year ended with 378 students. Graded enrollments were as 
follows: Grade 7-57; Grade 8-56; Grade 9-77; Grade 10-61; Grade 11-62; Grade 12- 
64. 


New faculty members for the 2006-2007 school year include: Katy Morshed-8™ grade 
Language Arts, Julie Meyer-8" grade Social Studies, Rajbir Kalsi-HS Biology, Jason 
Wiedman-HS Special Education, Doug Dichard-HS Physical Science. We also welcomed 
our new Assistant Principal Susan Ballou to our staff. 


WLC School Board Chairperson, Jean Scagel, with Assistant Superintendent, Carolann 
Wais, presented diplomas to fifty-four (54) graduates of the Class of 2007. 48% went to 
a four-year college, 10% to a two-year college, and 2% to the military. The Class of 
2007 scored an average of 500 Verbal and 488 on the Math portions of the SAT tests. 

- Over $66,000 was presented in scholarship monies to the 2007 graduates. 


The faculty and staff here at WLC are committed to the continued effort of improving 


_ student performance in the classroom and will be actively engaged in the year ahead to 
ensure all students are given the opportunities to succeed.

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SPECIAL EDUCATION ANNUAL REPORT 


The Special Education SAU Offices have moved! During the 2006-2007 school year it was determined 
that the SAU Offices would need to find a new home. Through the gracious intercession of the Roedel 
family, we find ourselves ensconced in the center of a beautiful field surrounded by wildlife — oh yes; the 
office space at the Summit Executive Offices is lovely too. Many thanks for the kind generosity and 
concern from the families of the Mascenic, Wilton, Lyndeborough, and Wilton-Lyndeborough 
Cooperative School communities. 


Among the projects special education staff facilitated during the past year was teacher training and 
technology support in guiding the new NHSEIS data reporting system for the New Hampshire 
Department of Education. The good news is we are all a little bit more data-driven in our approach to 
helping students of disability learn. The good news is we are more closely aligned with folks at the New 
Hampshire Department of Education who want to help us reach our goals in achieving better 
programming. The good news is also that our Teachers not only improved their data-processing skill for 
developing Individual Education Plans (IEPs) for our students, but they did so in a timely and efficient 
manner which ensured that their respective districts received the full amount of financial assistance. Hey, 
that’s three goods in one paragraph! 


Getting back to the business end of special education: For the fiscal year 2006-2007, SAU 63 districts 
will receive approximately $400,000 in federal IDEA funds and $600,000 in NH Catastrophic aid 
reimbursement. These figures reflect a student demographic of approximately 337 students, of whom 
approximately 10% require specialized out-of-district placement. Overall, our federal IDEA funds are 
expected to remain stable while our projections for Catastrophic aide reimbursement are beginning to 
decline. This decline is a reflection of a decrease in the numbers of students in our districts requiring 
extraordinary support to fulfill their educational goals. Congratulations to our graduating students who 
have completed their educational programs at Crotched Mountain and Merrimack Educational 
Collaborative. Theirs is a significant achievement of which we can all be proud! 


Oversight and facilitation of IEP meetings and program development continues to improve. 

Building Coordinators are now available in each district to provide guidance and resource support to 
parents, educators, and related service providers. Our Special Services Coordinator is working with 
Curriculum Directors in neighboring districts to integrate new teaching methodologies into our LifeSkills 
Programs. Our SAU Social Worker continues to work assiduously with the Monadnock Center for 
Successful Transitions and other community agencies to enhance transitional programming and 
employment opportunities for graduating students. Our full complement of related service providers, 
including school psychologists, OTs, PTs, Speech Therapists, and Pre-School Specialists meet on a 
regular basis to ensure that individual student programs are implemented according to best practice. 


We look forward to participating in efforts to establish Kindergarten across our districts in the upcoming 
year. Many thanks to our principals who work tirelessly with special education staff to ensure that 
students of disability receive the same opportunities as all students in our districts for full inclusion and 
the chance to graduate with their peers.

The No Child Left Behind Act of 2001 uses Title I as a vehicle for the 
federal government’s expanded influence in providing at risk students 
additional assistance above and beyond that provided through regular state 
and local resources. This year Title I funds allocated to the Wilton- 
Lyndeborough District provide services to help middle school students in 
grades 7-8 at Wilton-Lyndeborough Cooperative (WLC). 


A core principle of Title I requires that services provided to eligible 
students must supplement the regular educational program, but not supplant 
it. Title I services at WLC provide extra help in reading/language arts and 
mathematics for students lagging in these subjects. Our main goal is to 
accelerate learning and promote mastery of grade level curriculum in the 
classroom. This year, Title I tutor Gus Tidlund, aka, Mr. T, provides 
research based support services to individuals and small groups. Mr. T offers 
Title I students extra opportunities to review and practice concepts and 
skills, learn strategies to enhance understanding and /or develop stronger 
study skills. Programming began last July with afternoon summer school 
classes that targeted building stronger fluency, comprehension and math 
skills. During the school year, Title I services are available to eligible 
students four mornings a week. 


No Child Left Behind requirements also include higher accountability in 
using federal education funds, hiring “highly qualified” teachers, using 
effective instructional methods, and providing parent involvement activities 
to facilitate high standards and academic achievement for all children by the 
year 2014. This year Title I is offering opportunities for parents to be 
involved in program planning as well as workshops and events to learn more 
about supporting their children’s academic achievement at home. 


Our Title I staff is committed to providing high quality instruction to help 
meet the individual needs of our diverse learners. We also continue to work 
with the dedicated staff and families of the Wilton-Lyndeborough District 
toward closing the academic gap.
